Mr. Keyuolds Imd long been promi- 


nent in church work. He joined the 
United Congregational Churcli at »n 
early age. He was largely .instrumen- 
tal in the formation of the First Pree- 
byterian Church and theerectiou of the 
present church edifice. 
From it* In- 


ception he had taken a great interest In 
(tie work, being an elder of the church, 
clerk of the -eeaeioo, president of the 
board of trustee*, and superintendent 
of the Sunday School.

Tbe 
popular proprietor, Mr. Kay Q. Lewis, 
baa goue to work with tbe idea of build- 
lug a hotel second to none on tbe Island 
aud it appears *8 If his effort would be 
eutlrely successful. Mr. Lewis's father, 
tbe venerable William P. Lewis, who ii 
now over eighty years of age but I* re- 
markably well preserved, take* appar- 
ently as great interest m tbe growth of 
tbe uew bouse as oioea his sou. 


Although from a distance tbe uew 


bouse presents au appearance similar 
to tbe old, in reality the new bouse t< 
verv different, being larger, more com- 
pletely equipped aud far superior iu 
every way to tbe old, 
Mr. Lewis has 


taken iu tbe land formerly occupied by 
tbe telegraph office, etc., aud baa car- 
ried hia.building dowu to tbe Narra- 
gansett Hotel property. In tbe rear of 
tbe main building \s an ell of three 
stories while tbe m*iu building is of 
four stories and la capped by a cupola. 


The main entrance is pu Waterslraet 


and leads into a spacious rotunda, ou 
tbe left of which is tbe hotel ofllu*. Ou 
tbe right aud left loug corridors extend 
through ibe main building. Ou tbe 
east of tbe rotuuda are three small par- 
lors, connected by'toldiug doors, for use 
as writiug rooms, card rooms, etc., for 
tbe geutlerneu. On the west side are 
two »imilar rooms for the ladies. At 
the extreme westerly eud is a large tuu- 
6io room, 40 x40 feet, with a poll-died 
maple Boor, suitable for dancing. .This 
room has many windows opening onto 
tbe wide piazza.
